Attired 
in her wedding dress, 


treasured for more than sixty years, 
and with a mantilla definitely dating 
back for 175 years into the earliest 
of Spanish occupancy in. California, 
Madame Kosa Starks Porter of Row- 
land avenue, Covina, was one of the 
principally honored guests at the 
annual fiesta at Santa Barbara last 
week, an occasion when all that is 
colorful and romantic of California's 
history is revived in pageant and 
picture. 


The venerable gentlewoman, now 


78 years old, literally held court as 
a member of the reception committee 
in the mansion once gay with Span- 
ish hospitality, that of Governor de 
la G-erra, ruler of California in the 
early days of the don. Mrs. Porter's 
paternal 
ancestor 
was Issac 
J. 


Starks, and in her girlhood days the 
family owned almost countless lea- 
gues of land in San Luis Obispo 
county and around what is now the 
flourishing city of Santa Barbara, 
much of which is still retained by 
herself and members of her house- 
hold. The days of the don are in, 
the dim pages of. history, and the 
mansion of the governor is surround- 
ed by a modern city, but the flavor 
of the old days still clings to Santa 
Barbara as to perhaps no other com- 


munity in the southland. Mrs. Por- 
ter, as a living link with these old 
days, was feted and made much of 
during the many affairs that marked 
the city's celebration. 


As a part of her entourage, Mrs. 


Porter was accompanied by her 
daughters, Mrs. John George Hately 
and Mrs. Anton P. Kerckhoff of Co- 
vina, together with their families, 
and by Mr. and Mrs. Harry W. Bust 
and family, who live in Orange' coun- 
ty. During the various affairs, the 
memory of Mrs. Maria Ayers Stuart, 
grandmother of Mrs. Porter, was re- 
vived, and of the great Bancho Hu- 
asna, named for the daughter of an 
Indian 'chief of the earliest days. 
Much of the history. of the county 
of San Luis Obispo and of early 
Santa Barbara is intertwined in the 
history of this great family, and for 
this reason Santa Barbara gave full 
honors to Mrs. Porter, making of her 
an outstanding character in all of 
the festivities 


Mrs. Hately during the receptions 


was attired in one of the gowns of 
her mother's wedding trousseau, in 
itself a fascinating relic of the past, 
and she wore a mantilla of great age 
that once belonged to her grand- 
mother.

Death of J. B. Coulston, wealthy 


hanker, real estate dealer, and presi- 
dent of the Hotel Maryland company 
in Pasadena, which occurred in his 
rooms in the Maryland last Thurs- 
day,

office one day twenty-two years ago, 
carrying his coat on his arm,

California, ami had decided to walk 
over tho San Gabriel valley to get 
first-hand information.

The total number of students en- 


rolled in the elementary schools of 
the county during the fiscal year 
ending June 30 numbered 234,684, 
or a gain of 9848 over the enroll- 
ment for the preceding year, accord- 
ing to H. S. Upjohn, acting county 
superintendent of schools. 


The increase of enrollment in the 


high schools of the county during 
the past fiscal year over the preced- 
ing year was from 175,343 to 198,986. 
The increase in kindergarten enroll- 
ment was from 38,349 to 39,894. 


Superintendent Upjohn's report, 


submitted to the county board of 
supervisors and the state department 
of education, shows the elementary 
school enrollment in Los Angeles 
city for the last year to bo 143,327, 
which leaves an enrollment of 91,357 
for the rest of the county. The high 
school enrollment in the city was 
133,752, leaving a total of 65,234 
for the other high schools in the 
county. 


During the fiscal year ending June 


30, the county elementary school en- 
rollmen was 113,070, of which 75,- 
378 were in the city of Los Angeles. 
The county high, school enrollment 
during that period was 40,498, which 
included 25,440 in the city high 
schools. 


Elementary school buildings in the 


county numbered 2991 at the close 
of the last fiscal year, and the num- 
ber of high school buildings was 117. 
Teachers in the ele-mentary schools 
numbered 8114 and in the high 
schools 7094. In 1927 and 1928 there 
were 3208 elementary school teach- 
ers and 1195 high school teachers.
